Montreal, Que._-Eiven at its most! 
furious ace the wind is a piker com- 
pared with the planes of the Trans- 
Canada Air Lines. Going about their 
daily duty with their loads of passen- 
gers, mails and express the TCA air- 
craft average 180 miles an hour. 
When the wind goes faster than 75 
it’s a hurricane. 

According to the tables of the Do- 
minion Government’s Meteorological 


Services, which watch the weather for | 


pilots, it is “calm” when the wind is 
moving at less than a mile an hour. 
Between one and three miles an hour. 
it is designated at “light air’. After 
that, it becomes a breeze, going from 
slight to gentle to moderate to fresh 
to strong. A strong breeze is a wind 
blowing between 25 and $1 miles an 
hour. Large boughs of trees are in

A Seed That Stands Up To Grow 
Bush lima beans are not content 

to relax in a seed bed, but they pre- 

fer to be planted “standing up,” 


ready to grow. Since lima beans 
are susceptible to cold they should 
not be planted until air and ground 
have become thoroughly warm. 
Bush lima beans mature earlier 
than the pole lima beans. 

As shown in the illustration, plant 
bush lima beans about one inch 
deep, placing ‘them on edge, eye 
down. By planting them with the 
eye down they sprout more quick- 
ly. Lay out the rows from two and 
one-half to three feet apart, . and 
plant the beans six inches apart in 
the row. 

Bush lima beans require a rich 
soil and when the plants begin to 
bloom the application of a commer- 
cial fertilizer will increase the yield 
greatly.
